ORLANDO The skeletal remains of a small 
child were found Thursday in woods less 
than a half-mile from the Orlando home of 
missing 3-year-old girl Caylee Anthony but 
officials could not immediately say whether 
they belonged to the toddler. 

A utility worker found the body in 
the outlying middle-class suburb about 
9:30 a.m., said Orange County Sheriff’s 
spokesman Jim Solomons. There was noth- 
ing that immediately indicated the remains 
belonged to Caylee Anthony he said. 

Caylee’s mother, 22-year-old Casey 
Anthony insists that she left the girl with a 


baby-sitter in June, but she didn’t report her 
missing until July Anthony has been charged 
with first-degree murder in connection with 
her daughter’s death. 

Orange County Sheriff’s spokesman 
Angelo Nieves said officials told Caylee’s 
grandparents about the find, but refused to 
discuss whether the remains were Caylee’s. 

“It would be premature to speculate,” 
Nieves said. “We don’t want to compromise 
the investigation.” 

Authorities say they are seeking a search 
warrant for the Orlando home of Caylee’s 
grandparents. 

The FBI and forensic investigators were 


working at the scene, which sits on the edge of 
the Anthonys’ neighborhood about 10 miles 
southeast of downtown Orlando. The medical 
examiner left with the remains about 3 p.m. 

For the past several months, Anthony’s 
family police and volunteers from around the 
country have searched for the little girl. 

The child’s grandmother first called 
authorities in July to say she hadn’t seen 
Caylee for a month and her daughter’s car 
smelled like death. 

Police immediately interviewed Anthony 
and said that everything she told them about 
her daughter’s whereabouts was false. The 
baby-sitter was nonexistent and the apart- 
ment where Anthony said she had last seen 
Caylee had been empty for months. Anthony 
also lied about where she worked. 

As the case unfolded, troubling details 
emerged. Photos of Anthony partying after 
her daughter went missing surfaced. Friends 
said she was a habitual liar, but they also said 
that she was a good mother. 

Messages left with Caylee Anthony’s 
grandparents and with Casey Anthony’s law- 
yer were not immediately returned. 


From bad to worse: Jobless claims skyrocket

WASHINGTON New claims for jobless benefits rose 
more than expected last week, exceeding even gloomy 
expectations for an economy stuck in a recession that 
seems to be deepening. 

The Labor Department reported Thursday that 
initial applications for jobless benefits in the week 
ending Dec. 6 rose to a seasonally adjusted 573,000 
from an upwardly revised figure of 515,000 in the 
previous week. That was far more than the 525,000 
claims Wall Street economists expected. 


More layoffs were announced Thursday. New 
Britain, Conn.-based tool maker Stanley Works 
said it plans to cut 2,000 jobs and close three 
manufacturing facilities, while Sara Lee, known 
for food brands such as Jimmy Dean and Hillshire 
Farm, said it will cut 700 jobs as the Downers 
Grove, Ill.-based company outsources parts of its 
business. 

New jobless claims last week reached their high- 
est level since November 1982, though the labor force 
has grown by about half since then.

“What I want to do is to gather all 
the facts about any staff contacts that 
... may have taken place between the 
transition office and the governor’s 
office. And we’ll have those in the next 
few days, and we’ll present them. 

“But what I’m absolutely certain about 
is that our office had no involvement in 
any deal-making around my Senate seat. 
That I’m absolutely certain of” 

The federal charges against 
Blagojevich strongly suggested that 
Obama either never knew about 
Blago jevich’s alleged search for a payoff 
in exchange for appointing Obama 
friend Valerie Jarre tt to the vacant seat, 
or that he or his aides rejected them 
outright. 

Blagojevich is even quoted in 
transcripts cursing Obama for not 
playing along, something that Obama all 
but wore as a badge of honor Thursday 

‘As is reflected in the U.S. attorney’s 
report, we were not, I think, perceived 
by the governor’s office as amenable to 
any deal-making,” Obama said. ‘And, 
you know, I won’t quote back some of 
the things that were said about me. ... 
This is a family program.” 

He also said he hadn’t been contacted 
by any federal officials about the 
investigation.

Blagojevich in the office 
for 2nd day since arrest

Gov Blagojevich went back to work Thursday 
giving no hint of plans to heed calls for his 
immediate resignation. 

“He’s working,” said spokeswoman Kelley 
Quinn. 

Blagojevich showed up for work in an attempt 
at normalcy for a second day since being arrest- 
ed Tuesday on charges he put President-elect 
Obama’s Senate seat up for sale. 

Illinois Atty Gen. Lisa Madigan said she’s 
ready to go to the state Supreme Court to 
have Blagojevich declared unfit to hold office 
if he doesn’t resign soon or get impeached by 
the legislature. 

“I am prepared to take action,” Madigan, a 
longtime Blagojevich foe who is considering 
a run for the governor’s seat in 2010, said on 


CNN. She said the best thing would be for 
Blagojevich to resign. 

“The easiest way for us to move on in the 
state of Illinois is for Governor Blagojevich 
to do the right thing for the people and to 
resign,” Madigan said. “Now, it doesn’t appear 
that he has any inclination to do that. Maybe 
things will change today or tomorrow.” 

“I have the opportunity to go to our Illinois 
Supreme Court and ask them to declare our 
governor is unable to serve and put in our 
lieutenant governor as acting governor,” 
Madigan said. 

Madigan said she “won’t wait terribly long,” 
but wants a signal from lawmakers if they will 
move quickly on impeachment proceedings. 

Legislative leaders planned a special session 
Monday to strip Blagojevich of his power to 
pick a new U.S. senator, putting the deci- 
sion in the hands of Illinois voters instead. 
Lawmakers also prepared to discuss the pos- 
sibility of impeachment.

City: Cab fare increase 
under consideration 

Mayor Daley’s administration is weighing whether to increase cab fares 
next year, a top city official said Thursday 

“It’s something we have to continue looking at,” said Norma Reyes, 
commissioner of consumer services. The factors that determine whether 
a fare increase is warranted are gas prices, cab lease prices and the cost 
of living, she said. 

“Gas prices are currently lower today than they were when they 
received a fare increase in May of 2005,” Reyes said. “In our area, they 
are about 50 cents or so lower.” 

But she also noted prices have fluctuated a great deal in recent months 
and the cost of living has gone up 10.5 percent since the last cab-fare 
increase. “I will continue to work with the industry and look at it ... and 
make sure we are addressing the needs of the drivers and the consumers,” 
Reyes said. 


Learning pays off 

Westcott Elementary School teacher Edwina Allen welcomed the extra 
cash she received Thursday as part of a federally funded program that 
rewarded staff at nine Chicago schools for students’ academic gains. 

But she said her greatest reward was becoming a better teacher for 
her students. 

Allen, an educator for more than 30 years, praised the Teacher 
Advancement Program after US. Education Secretary Margaret Spellings, 
Chicago schools chief Arne Duncan and Mayor Daley came to the school, 
409 W 80th St., to promote the program’s results in its first year. 

The five-year program ties bonuses for staff from principals down to 
janitors at nine elementary schools and one high school to the individual 
performance of students in the schools.

Her school earned 
nearly $45,000 to go toward 35 employees. The principal received $4,500.

MIAMI Wlien University of Central 
Florida junior Nicole Nissim got 
stumped in trigonometry, she checked out 
what was showing on %uTube. 

Nissim typically scours the video- 
sharing Web site for clips of bands and 
comedy skits. But this time she wasn’t 
there to procrastinate on her homework. 

It turned out TthuTube also was full of 
math videos. After watching a couple, 
the psychology major says, she finally 
understood trig equations and how to 
make graphs. 


ARE YOU SURE? 

Math videos won’t rival the millions of 
hits garnered by laughing babies, but a 
YouTube tutorial on calculus integrals has 
been watched almost 50,000 times in the 
past year. Others on angular velocity and 
harmonic motion have gotten more than 
10,000 views each. 

“I was able to watch them at my own 
pace and if I didn’t get a concept, I could 
easily rewind it,” Nissim says. “It was a lot 
clearer once I watched the video.” 


YouTube is perhaps best known for its 
cavalcade of homemade performances and 
TV clips, but many people like Nissim are 
turning to it for free tutoring in math, 
science and other complicated subjects. 

The videos are appealing for several 
reasons, says Kim Gregson, an Ithaca 
College professor of new media. Students 
come to the videos when they’re ready 
to study and fully awake— not always the 
case for 8 a.m. calculus classes. And they 
can watch the videos as many times as they 
need until they understand.

Freddy Rodriguez 
finds big-screen warmth 
in Humboidt Park

Freddy Rodriguez knows how film crews 
anger residents when a movie shoot takes 
over a neighborhood. 

“People are usually pretty pissed off 
when we’re in their neighborhoods film- 
ing,” the Chicago-raised actor told RedEye 
recently, “because we take up all their 
parking spaces and disrupt their normal 
routine every day” 

Not the case, though, when Rodriguez — 
who was born in Lincoln Park and raised 
in Bucktown— was shooting “Nothing 
Like the Holidays” in Humboldt Park 
during 2007’s cold winter. Rodriguez said 
local residents treated the cast— which 
also includes John Leguizamo and Debra 
Messing— like family, inviting them into 
their homes and even offering to make 
them homemade chicken soup. 

In the family dramedy opening Friday, 
Rodriguez plays Jesse, an Iraq War vet who 
returns home in time for Christmas with 
his large extended family Rodriguez said 
the film aims to make a realistic holiday 
movie about a family with real problems — 
while positively portraying the people of 
Humboldt Park and showing that Puerto 
Rican families are like any other family 

“We get together in large numbers,” he 
said. “We’re loud. We drink. We eat a lot. 
We Christmas carol. But we put our own 
twist to it.” 

Rodriguez lives in L.A. but said he, 
his wife and two kids spend time at his 
Gold Coast residence whenever the kids 
are out of school and he’s not working. 
During an interview at the Four Seasons 
Hotel, Rodriguez, 33, talked about film- 
ing in subzero temperatures, his worst 
holiday gift and why he’s hipper than his 
parents — maybe . 

So, what do you do if people invite you 
into their home to feed you and the 
food’s terrible? 

{Laughs] You fake it. {Laughs} You fake 
it, I guess. But thank God that wasn’t

How much of an advantage did you have 
as a native Chicagoan while filming in 
the cold? 

I don’t care how long you’ve lived in 
Chicago, 20 below really sucks. People 
said, “Weren’t you used to it?” I go, 
“Well, yeah, I was used to it,” but you 
gotta think: When it’s 20 below outside, 
you’re not outside working for 15 hours. 
You get in and out of your car, you get 
in and out of your house. But we were 
outside working for 13, 15 hours a day 
sometimes. 

Which cast member had the hardest time 
dealing with the cold? 

Debra {Messing}, in the middle of 
filming, was so taken aback by the 


cold that she went online and Googled 
‘Arctic attire” and she bought herself a 
coat that someone would wear in arctic 
conditions. That’s how cold she was. 

What’s the craziest Christmas you had 
when you were younger? 

My Christmas always consisted of many, 
many, many family members in one tiny 
apartment. I remember as a kid there 
would be at least 50 aunts, uncles and 
cousins all in a little three-bedroom 
apartment here in Chicago. And it felt 
completely normal that we would all be 
jumbled up in this apartment. 

What’s the worst holiday gift you ever 
received? 

I just remember being a teenager getting 
clothes, and I always hated it. ’Cause 


when you’re a teenager, your clothes 
determine your social standing in your 
school. So if someone gives you a crappy 
sweater you’re obviously not going to 
wear it. 

You couldn’t return it? 

You just kinda kept it. I remember one 
time I got a really bad sweater, and 
summertime came around and I was 
using it to dry my car. 

How scandalous. If the tabloids made 
something up about you, what would it 
be? 

{Laughs} Make something up about me? 
I don’t know. In a negative light? I don’t 
know. They would say, “I saw Freddy 
Rodriguez at Costco with his wife and 
kids.” 

And that would be made up? You don’t 
shop at Costco? 

I do! But tabloids always want to catch 
you doing un-celebrity-like stuff So I 
always get these weird looks whenever 
I go to Costco or Target or something 
like that. Like, “What’s he doing here? 
How come he’s not on Michigan Avenue 
shopping or in Beverly Hills?” 

*Tying in his mansion, having someone 
feed him grapes.” 

Yeah, exactly! It’s like, “I’m at Target. I 
gotta go get some shampoo.” 

Is it safe to say you won’t be there buying 
clothes for your kids when they’re 
teenagers? 

The difference I think is I’m hipper 
than what my parents were. My parents 
don’t even speak English, OK? They 
have no concept of what’s hip or what’s 
in. And I think that because of what I 
do for a living I’m a little more aware 
of what kids are wearing. So I think if I 
give clothes it’ll be with good taste. 

They probably thought they were hipper 
than their parents too. 

Maybe. You know? You’re probably 
right. I guess I’ll have to wait and see.

Chicago pals 


“Nothing Like the Holidays” was a homecom- 
ing for star Freddy Rodriguez and producers 
Robert Teitel and George Tillman Jr. 

They met in the mid-1990s, both part of the 
hip-hop scene that spawned Kanye West and 
Common. Back then, Teitel and Tillman were 
shooting music videos in the same clubs haunt- 
ed by Rodriguez as his film career began to take 
shape. Teitel, who also shot “Barbershop” and 
“Roll Bounce” locally and Rodriguez had talked 
about doing a Latino film based in predomi- 
nantly Puerto Rican Humboldt Park for years. 
Rodriguez is Puerto Rican, while Teitel jokes 
that he’s “Sorta Rican,” from a Puerto Rican 
mother and French father.

Strip away the special effects, the cool robot 
and the deep political message and “The Day 
the Earth Stood Still” boils down to one thing: 
It’s us vs. them. 

One human must convince an alien visitor 
named Klaatu that humanity is worth saving. 
This theme holds true for both the origi- 
nal 1951 version and the remake that opens 
Friday 

Director Scott Derrickson turned to a 
pair of sci-fi veterans for his updated version: 
Keanu Reeves and Jennifer Connelly Reeves’ 
past treks into the sci-fi film genre include 
the “Matrix” trilogy and “Johnny Mnemonic.” 
Connelly’s credits range from “Labyrinth” to 
the big-budget “Hulk.” 

“I love the genre,” Reeves said. “I think 
science fiction provides great storytelling 
opportunities. I’ve just, in the past, had the 


fortune to be part of good stories in science- 
fiction genre films.” 

The story in “The Day the Earth Stood 
Still” is that we are not alone. Beings have 
been watching from outer space. And they 
aren’t happy Klaatu and his ever-vigilant 
robot Gort are sent to Earth to explain how 
humans can’t be allowed to continue their 
destructive ways. 

Figuring out how to play Klaatu was a snap. 
Reeves said. 

“There are certain cues,” Reeves said. 
“When he’s born, the first time he starts to 
speak, he tries to drink a glass of water and 
says his body is going to take some getting 
used to. It was just the concept of the separa- 
tion of his consciousness and his body I just 
approached it like any other role. What does 
it want?” 

It wasn’t quite so easy for Connelly In the 


original film, Helen Benson is a single mother 
who works as a secretary Her contact with 
Klaatu is through the boarding house where 
they both live. 

In the updated version, Helen again is a 
single mom. But she’s also one of the scien- 
tists involved with the team gathered togeth- 
er to make first contact with the alien. And 
her stepson, Jacob (Jaden Smith), is more of a 
parental challenge. 

Connelly sees the mother-stepson relation- 
ship as adding more depth to the role. 

“I think the relationship between Helen and 
Jacob is employed in a different way than it is in 
the original film. It really functions like a little 
microcosm of human nature. How we are treat- 
ing each other?” Connelly said. “I wanted people 
to be able to identify with her and I thought it 
was important that she be aware of the task and 
the enormity of that task and that position.”

A local professor, weary of seeing images of 
Africa through animals and animation, offers 
movie fans a different vision of the continent 
with her short film, “Lioness of Lisabi.” 

Stephanie Shonekan based “Lioness” on 
the real-life experience of Nigerian activ- 
ist Funmilayo Ransome-Kuti, who fought 
against patriarchy and male oppression dur- 
ing Nigeria’s colonial period in the 1940s. 

“I realized that many of my students, my 
own children and children’s friends know 
about Africa, but what they know is what 
they’ve seen of animals on Discovery Channel 
or movies like ‘Madagascar,’ ” said Shonekan, 
director of Columbia College Chicago’s black 


world studies department. 

“This film is about a living, breathing part of 
African history and it’s important to see that 
human dimension ... that complexity” said 
Shonekan, who wrote and produced the film. 

Shot in Trinidad with 15 locals, including 
some of Shonekan’s former students, “Lioness 
of Lisabi” is no “The Lion King,” she said. 

Ransome-Kuti is known as the “lioness” 
because of her tireless fight for women’s rights 
to vote and get an education, Shonekan said. 

“Lioness” screens at 4 p.m. Saturday at 
the Film Row Cinema, Columbia College 
Chicago, 1104 S. Wabash Ave., eighth Floor.

In 1964 at a Catholic school in the Bronx, the school’s lone black student, 
Donald (Joseph Foster), returns from a meeting with Father Flynn (Philip 
Seymour Hoffman) looking upset and— according to his teacher. Sister James 
(Amy Adams)— smelling of alcohol. Strict principal Sister Aloysius (Meryl 
Streep) is convinced that Flynn has made inappropriate advances toward the 
boy, so she launches a campaign to send him packing. Viola Davis has a couple of 
tremendous scenes as Donald’s mother. 

The verdict: Streep’s performance is at times too mannered, but 
her oral barbs are deliciously vicious. “Doubt” is similarly tense, 
tilting the scales between suspicion and defense. The film’s 
final moments are questionable— everyone keeps talking 
about the same thing without advancing the story— and 
the film may not fully explore its themes about new 
ideas in an old church.

Button,” “Frost/Nixon” and “Doubt” 
led the Golden Globes with five 
nominations each Thursday. Other 
best drama nominees: “The Reader,” 
“Revolutionary Road” and “Slumdog 
Millionaire.” 


» Meryl Streep had two 
nominations, best dramatic actress 
for “Doubt” and musical or comedy 
actress for “Mamma Mia!” 

» The Harvey Milk film biography 
“Milk” grabbed only an acting 
nomination for Penn. 


» Kate Winslet also had two, best 
dramatic actress for “Revolutionary 
Road” and supporting actress 
for “The Reader.” Also chosen 
for dramatic actress were: Anne 
Hathaway, “Rachel Getting Married”; 
Angelina Jolie, “Changeling”; and 
Kristin Scott Thomas, “I’ve Loved 
You So Long.” 


» Nominees for dramatic actor were: 
Leonardo DiCaprio, “Revolutionary 
Road”; Frank Langella, “Frost/Nixon”; 
Brad Pitt, “Benjamin Button”; Sean 
Penn, “Milk”; and Mickey Rourke, 
“The Wrestler.” 

» One of the year’s biggest comedy 
hits, “Sex and the City,” was shut out 
completely.

The top touring band of 2008 is Bon Jovi. Jon 
Bon Jovi and the boys grossed $210 million with 
their Lost Highway tour, Billboard reported. 

The Jersey boys beat out fellow natives Bruce 
Springsteen & the E Street Band, who came in 
second with $204.5 million. Madonna’s Sticky 
& Sweet tour came in at No. 3, hauling in $162 
million; The Police landed at No. 4 with $150 
million; and Celine Dion rounded out the top 
five with $91 million. 


Finally, Tolie’ 

Fall Out Boy’s newest album “Folie a Deux” 
drops Tuesday, but MySpace users got 
an early listen, thanks to free streaming. 

The album originally was set for a Nov. 4 
release. In a statement posted in October on 
friendsorenemies.com, the band announced 
it was being delayed because the members felt 
the election was too important to be mocked.
